This year when one starts out west 
from Hamlin his eyes “ bug out” in 
admiration of the wonderful crops

wheat and oats, black green fields of 
cotton* .n u m,ex Qu s flocks of chickens, 
and turkeys, 
and 
plenty 
of fat 
horses and round sleak J ersey cows. 
But why say “ west” for indeed the 
same -list of wonderul things can be 
seen in every direction. 
But there is but one direction that 
the horizon is speckled with tower­ 
ing oil derricks, or grasshopper look­ 
ing things that go pumping up and 
down with 
a swish

"The small commu nity 
lira t been dev eloped by the indiv idu al 
bank. The frontiers of America hav e 
b 
n pu shed forward by the help and 
cou nsel of the Indiv idu al banker The 
shocks of wars and depressions in a 
centu ry anu a half hav e been withstood 
with the assistance of the indiv idu al 
banker. 


Cha ng e Ma y Be Necessa ry 
"It may be that we hav e reached a 
tide iu the affairs of America when new 
methods are needed. It may be that we 
hav e come to a point where the lndi 
v idu al shou ld be su bmerg ed for ‘the 
g reatest g ood of the g reatest nu mber. 
"It may ev en be that complete cen 
tralization of the banking sy stem has 
becomo an economic necessity in ou r 
complicated social life. Bu t the banker 
ou g ht to be satisfied that these thing s 
are so before he shou ld g iv e u p his fig ht 
for the sy stem we hav e known. We 
came to g reatness u nder that kind of 
banking : we shou ld not g iv e it u p with 
ou t u nmistakable proof of the absolu te 
necessity of su ch a chang e.’ 


The America n Pa ttern 
Professor Irwin said that the pro­ 
posal which has been adv anced for co­ 
ordinating banking operations in the 
national interest u nder ‘‘a ‘Su preme 
Cou rt’ for banking is ty pically Ameri 
can and ou g ht to hav e the most seri 
ou s consideration of those elements 
which are clamoring for political con 
trol, which Is ty pically u n-American ' 
it is not wise, he said, to oppose chang es 
as su ch, bu t that hankers shou ld “see 
to It that chang e, if and when It dc s 
come, shall preserv e all that Is g ood in 
the past and stick as closely as pos 
slble 
to 
the 
American 
patt' n 
of 
thing s." 
Banking 1* properly a conserv ativ e 
profession, he pointed ou t, and shou ld 
cling to practices and principles of 
banking that are, and alway s hav e been 
fu ndamentally sou nd.

v ery inconv enient and embarassing . 
The proposal, according to Secre­ 
tary of State 
Gerald C. Mann, if 
passed, wou ld au thorize the Leg isla­ 
t u r e to pass su ch laws as wou ld per­ 
mit mentally ill persons to be con­ 
fined by Cou nty iCou rts in institu ­ 
tions presu mably , or u nder the care 
of phy sicians or ex perts for a period 
of ninety day period of confinement 
wou ld be for the pu rpose of observ ing 
su ch persoon. 
The prov isions wou ld apply only 
to persons not charg ed with a crim­ 
inal offense. 
The Amendment specifically sets 
ou t the rig ht of trial by ju ry shall 
remain inv iolate, bu t that in the par­ 
ticu lar case of insane persons a con­ 
finement period of ninety day s for 
observ ation may be prescribed with­ 
ou t the necessity of a ju ry trial.
